Minimum Wage Bill was defeated in 
the house of commons by a vote ot 
208 to 143. 

Nearly all the tory members united 
against the measure, which would 
have given adult coal miners a mini- 
mum wage of from ten to twelve 
shilling a day, or about $15 a week. 
This bill had been declared by the 
miners’ executives necessary to pre- 
vent.a general coal strike. 
| “It is now clear that our only hope 
as miners is in our industrial might,’ 
said A. J. Cook, militant secretary of 
the Miners’ Federation. 

Meanwhile, Frank Hodges and other 
traitors of the “Black Friday” split of 
the triple alliance, known as being 
more concerned with the interests of 
the mine owners than those of the 
miners, are opposing a strike because 
they say “the mine owners are losing 
money.” The miners, of course, have 
nothing to lose but their jobs, and 
their miserable existence which a pit- 
tance of wages affords.

Peru Will Reject 
Coolidge Arica ° 
Award, Note Hints 


“WASHINGTON, D. C., March 30.— 
Peruvian dissatisfaction with Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s finding in the Tacna- 
Arica award, which first manifested 


itself in demonstrations before the 
American embassy at Lima, culmin- 
ated today in a sharp note from the 
Peruvian government containing de-

PRINCE'S TRIP 
WILL EAT UP ONE 
MILLION BUCKS 


While Irish Peasants Are 
Starving 


LONDON, March .380—The com- 
mercial trip of the Prince of Wales 
will cost at least one million dollars. 
British business believes that the re- 
sult will justify the outlay. The South 
American market is slipping, the 
burghers of South Africa have not 
much love for the empire that used 
their bodies for target practice in 
1900, and the workers of that colony 
have not yet forgotten the wounds in- 
flicted on them during the Rand 
strike, when their leaders were shot 
down, with the song of revolution on 
their lips. 


Can Stand Punishment. 
Altogether the old empire is in a 
shaky condition, but it is an old and 
seasoned empire and will stand a lot 
of punishment. While the business 
interests of Britain spend a million 
dollars on a princely junketing trip, 


still a part of the empire. But the 
British parliament has not made an 
appropriation to relieve the famine in 
the west of Ireland. 

Only a short time ago, this same 
parliament appropriated $12,500,000 
to support the relatively large army 
that the Orange government of Bel- 
fast maintains eas a garrison to defend 
the empire’s interests, should the 
south of Ireland attempt to take its 
freedom seriously.

Wrote Views to Paper 
Before Arrests 


HONOLULU, March 30.—Part of

Thru 
the Communist form of. government 
there will be no need for poorhouses 
and mock charity balls.” 

Crouch Faces Life Term. 

Paul R. Crouch, of the headquarters 
of the 21st infantry, office of the sup- 
ply department, who faces a sentence 
of life imprisonment, if the charges of 
“plotting to overthrow the govern- 
ment” are taken seriously by a court 
martial, wrote in the Feb. 14 issue of 
the Advertiser: 

“Your position in regard to strikes 
has been on the side of those who be- 
lieve in the sacred (7?) rights of 
private property. The workers have a 
much better right to the ownership of 
the land upon which they work than 
the parasites who live on the suffer- 
ings of other men.” . 

Comrade Crouch then replied to an 
attack of the paper on Soviet Russia, 
based on statements of Emma Gold- 
man. 

“As Communism is the real danger 
to capitalism,” he wrote, “capitalists 
can join hands with anarchists in 
their mutual opposition. to the Red 
flag. 

“Out of the large number of indi- 
viduals deported to Russia, Emma 
Goldman was one of the few who did 
not like conditions there. The ma- 
jority are living in a prosperous col- 
ony in western Siberia known as Kuz- 
bas. This colony is a success from 
every viewpoint. 

“The editor says the watchword of 
‘bloody’ (?) regime of the Soviet gov- 
ernment is murder and that Russia 


editor, no well-informed man could 
read such statements without laugh- 
ing were it not for the serious harm 
that they may do. If the editor would 
read an article by a correspondent of 
the San Francisco Examiner in Rus- 
sia he would learn that children car- 
ried several thousand dollars in gold 
(for official purposes) as there were 
practically no holdups in the Soviet 
republic and a conservative writer in 
the Saturday Evening Post admits life 
is even more safe in Russia than in 
other civilized countries. 

“Perhaps the Advertiser gets its in- 
formation about Russia from the same 
source as a writer about Communist 
propaganda in the.Saturday Evening 
Post, who said that the ‘Young Work- 
er,’ official publication of the Commun- 
ist youth of America, is a daily. In 
reality, it is-a seml-monthly and will 
become a weekly on March 1.” 

Replies to Anti-Soviet Lies. 

Walter M. Trumbull, another soldier 
stationed at Schoffield barracks, 
wrote:

ODAY, there is much discussion of the profits exceeding 

$100,000,000 taken by Henry Ford last year. It is said 
this huge profit indicates that Ford is the richest man in the 
world, havin finally eclipsed John D. Rockefeller, and left 
America’s other great multi-millionaires, George F. Baker, 
the Wall Street banker; and Andrew Mellon, secretary of 
the treasury, far in the rear. © 


Ford took a profit of $47 on every car, truck and tractor 
that the workers in his factories produced in 1924. This is 
$10 higher than the $37 age er unit that was reported for 
the ten months ended Dec. 31, 1923. This would indicate 
that the Ford hunger for profits is on the increase; develop- 
ing in harmony, it seems, with the tremendous expagsion 
program that during the last year added nearly another 
$100,000,000 to the total assets of the Ford corporation. 


But one of the alleged phenomena that has the financial 
writers worried, especially those who hover about Walt 
Street, is, as they claim, that the masses do not have the 
same hatred for the flivver king, Ford, that they have for 
Rockefeller, the czar of oil. It is argued that now that the 

rofits of the Fords, father and son, far exceed those of the 
ockefellers, father and son, that therefore the Fords should 
be hated more than the Rockefellers. They wonder why 
this is not so.

It is not difficult to explain this phenomenon. The Fords 
arrived late in the field of American exploitation. Ford found 
that he could get more out of his men working them eight 
hours than he could working them, ten or more hours. In 


the pre-war days, before the tremendous increase in the cost’ 


of living, the wages Ford Vay were considered comparatively 
good. This was all hailed as a “Ford Idea” that was thoroly 
exploited in books, newspapers and magazines, in one of 
the most widespread propaganda campaigns this country 
has ever seen., The “Ford Idea” was even accepted in for- 
eign countries as one way of settling the labor problem. 
There have been no big strikes as yet in the Ford plants.

The close relationship between. 
Hutcheson and Robert P. Brindell, 
who just recently served a term: in. 
Sing Sing for grafting, is well known 
to the members of the Carpenters’ 
Union in the New York district. But. 
the general membership are not -so 
well acquainted with the close co-op- 
eration which existed between the 
grafting Brindell and Brother Hutche- 
son, and that it was Hutcheson who’ 
was responsible for the building of the 
Brindell machine that played so much 
havoc in the building trades of New 
York from 1915 until he went to the 
penitentiary and from which they have 
not yet recovered. 


The Game Began. 


It was after the -betrayal of the’ 
carpenters in the New York district 
by Hutcheson in 1916 that the Build- 
ing Trades Council was reorganized 
and from which Brindell derived his 
power and began his blackmail and 
bribery game, which cost the organi- 
zation probably hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, leaving a trail of illegal ex- 
pulsions of the best and most cour- 
ageous members of New York. 

Consider, for example, the case of 
Eugene Lanz, a dock-builder and car- 
penter, who without trial was sus- 
pended from the union until such time 
as he was able to pay a fine of $500. 
The reason for this fine was because 
Lanz brot charges of extortion against 
Brindell and also named six specific 
cases of misappropriation of funds. 
The local committee, creatures of 
Brindell, refused to produce the local 
records showing the items of misap- 
propriation. 

Hutch Helped Brindell. 

Lanz exhausted every effort to get 
back into. the unign. Hutcheson ans- 
wering his appeal, stated that he had 
no reason to interfere in the case. 

Still another victim of the Brindell- 
Hutcheson conspiracy was August Hol- 
strom, formerly president of the New 
York Dock Builders’ Union. He, too, 
brot charges against Brindell similar 
to those of Lanz. The charges were 
ignored and he was promptly expelled 
for daring to bring charges against 
Brindell. 

Holstrom went to the war (while 
Hutcheson and Brindell remained be- 
hind to whoop up for patriotism from 
safe positions on the labor war board) 
and when he returned they refused to 
allow him to come back into the un- 
ion, which Brindell by this time ruled 
with a rod of tron. 

A Regular Chum of Brindell. 

He finally got a job in Jersey City 
and applied for membership in the 
Ship Carpenters’ Local No. 1216. Thige 
was out of Brindell’s jurisdiction, but 
his friend Hutcheson stepped in and 
sent a telegradm notifying the local 
that he could not be accepted as a 
member. Holstrom had been a mem- 
ber of the union since 1892, and for 
daring to bring charges against Brin. 
dell he was forced But of the union 
and is still hounded by the Hutcheson 
machine. 

Many similar cases could be quoted 
from the time that Hutcheson revoked 
the charters of 68 locals in New York, 
turning a victory into a defeat and 
setting up and co-operating with Brin- 
dell in his career of crime against the 
carpenters’ organization. 

Both Hands in the Cash Box. 

Back of all of these expulsions 
huge sums of money were involved. 
One item is particularly worth .men- 
tioning so as to give the reader some 
idea as to why these labor fakers 
fight so viciously to retain their posi- 
tions as head of unions. The assess- 
ment levied during the New York 
1916 strike totalled nearly if not over 
$300,000. Yet at the carpenters’ con- 
vention held in Fort Worth Brindell 
omly accounted for $70,000 of .the 
strike fund. And up to date no other 
accounting has been made. 

Many other points could be taken 
up showing the friendly and close re- 
sationship between Hutcheson and 
Brindell and how in every move they 
made their own personal advancement 
was always considered first. For fur- 
ther facts dealing with the Hutcheson 
corrupt administration see the pam- 
phiet, “What's Wrong in the Carpen- 
ters’ Union.” 

But in this series of articles suf- 
ficient facts have been brought out 
to. prove to the most skeptical mem- 
ber within the carpenters’ union that 
the organization is rotten at the top 
and that something drastic must be 
done to save the organization from 
complete demoralization and probable 
annihilation.

Va. the time was ripe to take all the 
rights away from the miners. 

‘417 Paid With Lives. 


Soon after the mine opened this 
terrible explosion took place taking 
the lives of the 117 miners who were 
foolish enough to work in the scab 
mine when they knew that there is 
less safety for them in a scan mine 
than in a union mine. 

' It was reported at the time of the 
explosion that one of the fire boss- 
es was Matthew V. Herron, who 
worked in thé mine under the name 
of J. J. Boyle. Thig man turned 
out to be a department of justice 
agent, who was probably working 
in the mine in order to spy on the 
workers whp were interested in 
having the mine organized. 

The company denied this man was 
a fire boss, saying he was a timber- 
man, altho they did not explain why 
a D. of J. man was working in the 
mine. - 

After the explosion, it was brought 
to the attention of the union officials 
in Sub-District Five that the company 
wanted to use union coal miners for 
rescue work. The union officers said 
that in view of the fact that such a 
terrible disaster took place, it would 
permit the union. men to do rescue 
work.

The mine owners only believe in 
collective bargaining when they can- 


Instead 
of sending union organizers to try and 
get jobs in the mine and win the con- 
fidence of the men, and thru that most 
effective manner organize the men, 
they wrote a letter to the officers of 
the Wheeling Steel corporation which 
owned the Benwood mine and asked 
for a conference to discuss the mat- 
ter of the Benwood mine again be- 
coming a union mine.

It was 
organized thru organizers who had 
the courage to face the sluggers and 
gunmen of the companies in order to 
reach the men and organize them. 

One needs but to go back to the 
idays when Mother Jones was active 
organizing for the miners’ union. The

But the coal fields will only 
be organized by militant miners’ or- 
ganizers, who: will not stay in the 
best hotels and fraternize with the 
bosses, but who will go among the 
miners themselves, win their confi- 
dence, by proving to the miners that 
they too are willing to make sacri- 
fices for the union.

IN AMALGAMATION 
LIES POWER, SAYS 
BRITISH UNIONIST 


English Unions Now, 
Amalgamating 


CLEVELAND—Aggressive methodd 
are winning in the fight of British 
trade unions against the employers, 
asserts A. B. Swales, chairman Brit 
ish Trade Union congress (the Brit 
ish A. F. of L.), in a special article f& 
appear in the April isene of the Loce- 
motive Engineers’ Journal. 

“We are no longer standing with 
our backs against the wall, resisting 
stubbornly the attempts of the em- 
ployers to drive down our wages fur 
ther and still further,” Swales writes, 
“but have turned the corner and have 
embarked on a campeign of attack, 
with winning advances in nearly 
every industry. We intend to con- 
tinue our offensive until the full ob- 
jective of our program has been se 
cured.” 


Amaigamation A Major Step. 


The major steps in the consolidat 
ed offensive has been the consolida- 
tion of unions into powerful weapons 
of labor on a national scale, Swales 
shows. “Our general council is now 
engaged upon the task imposed upon 
it by the 1924 congress of framing 
a echeme whereby the consolidation 
and unifying of the unions can be 
carried a further stage. 

“The number of separate unions 
catering for the particular trade or 
group of trades and crafts can be re- 
duced by the amalgamation of exist- 
ing organizations, along with a paral 
a movement which seeks to over- 
come the difficulty faced by unions 
who are not able to amalgamate for 
a variety of reasons, but can be brot 
together in federations, representing 
tthe whole body of unions concerned 
with a particular branch of industry.” 


Decrease in Number and Increase 
of Unity. 


Since 1920 the number of separate 
unions has decreased more than 15 
per cent. Unskilled workers, former- 
ly organized only locally or in dis 
tricts here and there are now é6n- 
rolled in three huge unions, Swales 
reports. The National Union of Gen- 
eral Workers, the Workers’ Union, 
and the Transport and General Work- 
ers’ Union have a combined member- 
| ship of 1,000,000 and are considering 
| amalgamation into a single organiza- 
| | tion. 

In the building trades the consoll- 
| dation has been carried so far that 
no strike can be declared without 
the consent of the executive of the 
National Federation of Building 
Trades Operatives, on which all the 
crafts are represented. “Both nation 
ally and locally the workers of the 
industry speak and fight as one,” 
Swales declares. The same is true 
in the foundry trades. 

“In amalgamation,” he concludes, 
“lies the greatest possibility for the 
British workers.” 

But while British union officials are 
actually amalgamating their unions, 
the American union bureaucracy is 
fighting it and preventing it, even 
those in the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers, whose organ publish- 
es the accomplishments of the Eng- 
lish unions.

NEW YORK.—The general council

6. Vigorous resistance to Becuuiti 
on the part of the United States gov 
ernment to deport workers for their 
political ‘activities; the Mexican em- 
bassy and consulates to give the same 
protection to Mexican workers as it 
now gives to Mexican Dusiness men. 

7. Against the so-called criminal 
Syndicalist laws prevailing in many 
states; freedom for all political pris- 
oners. 

8. Struggle against the “American- 
ization” propaganda, as a scheme for 
converting all foreign-born workers 
| into docile slaves of American capital- 
| ism.

Unity Struggle in Czecho-Slovakia. 

CZECHO-SLOVAKIA, — The past 
year has demonstrated that the hopes 
of the bourgeoisie of Czecho-Slovakia 


‘lthat the economic crisis would soon 


come to an end, are absolutely with- 
pout foundation, 

The number of unemployed has ris- 
en to 180,000, and is steadily increas- 
ing, due to the application of the 
Dawes plan ahd the sharpening of 
the economic crisis. The capitalists 


j}admit the existence of this crisis, and 


declare that there is no way of solv- 
ing it save by lengthening the work- 
day. The workers are prepared to 
offer vigorous resistance to the plans 
of the capitalists. 

The cost of living is constantly in- 
creasing, food prices having risen 45 
per cent in the course of one month. 
The situation of the working class is 
difficult in the extreme. The labor 
bureaucrats refuse to fight for wage 
increases, on the grounds that “our 
industry is not yet sufficiently devel- 
oped to allow of an increase in 
wages.” Thru the treachery of these 
yellow “leaders,” the strikes of the 
miners, machinists and the textile 
workerg have been crushed. 

The state employes, of whom there 
are about 342,000, are in a wretched 
situation. The government has decid- 
ed to dismiss 120,000, of which num- 
ber 45,000 have already been dis- 
charged. The responsibility for these 
‘dismissals rests with the social dem- 
ocratie authorities, who are sacrificing 
these workers to the commands of the 
foreign financiers from whom they 
hope to get a loan. The reformist or- 
ganizations of state employes absol- 
utely refuse to engage in a common

STATE POLICE NOT LIKE FICTION 


(Continued from page 1) 
various organizations represented 
were the Iiliiols Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Illinois Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, the Illinois Bankers’ Asso- 
clation, rotary clubs, kiwanis clubs, 
automobile clubs, etc.

In this concluding article, I intend to 
sum up briefly everything that has 


_| been brought out before relative to 


the scheme to establish a state pol- 
ice and to draw a few conclusions. 

In my earlier articles I have shown: 

(1) That the Dunlap bill now be- 
fore the Illinois legislature provides 
for the establishment of a heavily 
armed, military police force, free to 
invade any community in the state at 
will, with or without the sanction of 
those communities, 

(2) That a vast and expensive cam- 
paign of propaganda is on foot to de- 
ceive the workers as to itg real pur- 
poses and to bring about the accept- 
ance of the measvifre. 

A Business’ Man Bill. 


(3) That altho it is pretended that 
the state police bill is for “rural pro- 
tection,” it did not originate with the 
farmers, but with bankers and wealthy 
business men, who are at present its 
chief backers. 

(4) That its purpose is industrial, 
to break strikes and to interfere with 
every organized effort on the part of 
the workers to better their conditions. 

(5) That insofar as its purpose 


‘| touches the lives of rural communities 


it is as an enemy of the poor farmers, 
in the interests of landsharks, money- 
lenders, monopolists and railroad mag- 
nates. 

To Suppress Exxploited. 

(6) That a state police force means 
& system of permanent system. of in- 
ternational law, with complete disre- 
gard of constitutionally guaranteed 
rights, such as free speech, free press, 
freedom of assembly, etc. 

(7) That the scheme is simply a de- 
velopment of the present tendency of 
American capitalism to build up a 
powerful centralized governmental 
machine to protect its monopoly prof- 
its from the “encroachments” of those 
whose labor power produced them. 

(8). That all the:above is proved not 
only by the conditions surrounding 
the agitation for the Dunlap bill in 
Ilinois, but by the actual experiences 
of military police establishments in 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, New 
York, Colorado, etc., and by the depre- 
dations of the nortorious Royal North- 
west Mounted Police of Canada. 

The continued pretenses of the cap- 
ifalists that they wart to protect the 


poor farmer are revealedl'as a miger- 
able hypocrisy. What cotild three or 
even the maximum of sevén troops of 
65 police thugs do to suppress “crime” 
in the rural sections of Jllinois, a state 
with an area of 55,000 square miles? 


Concentrated Suppression. 


Nothing. They will bé uséd against 
the workers and poor farmers, con- 
centrated in special argay (# 1 Penn- 
sylvania) and shipped’ tmt@ au indus- 
trial center whenever a conflict is on 
between the boss and the workers. 

And the people of the’ state will be 
obliged to support and maintain this 
private army of capitalist gunmen. 
Seven troops at a very’ conservative 
figure would involve a first direct cost 
of from $1,000,000 to $1,200,009 a year. 
Add.to this the cost of equipment— 
guns, pistols, uniforms, motor cycles, 
ammunition—and the poor farmers, al- 
ready taxed to an unendurable degree 
would suffer another serious blow. 

Sign of the Intensified Struggle. 

The class struggle intensifies. The 
state police force is for use in that 
struggle, on the side of.the bosses. 
But the workers are not,idle. They 
are putting up a militant resistance. 
The most class conscious section of 
the workers, under the leadership of 
the Workers (Communist) Party, is 
alive to the realization that the power 
of government is always the power of 
the ruling class in society (and in the 
United States that means the capital- 
ist class!): it knows that when the 
bosses agitate for an extension and 
centralization of state power they are 
only forging a new weapon of their 
own to protect their stores of ill-got- 
ten wealth. The present scandalous 
campaign for a capitalist-owned state 
police force in Iillinois should serve 
to convince every worker who has 
ever been in a struggle, who has ever 
been on strike, to understand that 
what the Communists have been ex- 
posing is true. 

For a United Front. 

A united front of all labor elements, | 
tokether with the poor farmers, will 
put the fear of proletarian might into | 
the hearts of the puffy legislators “4 
Springfield. It is the only way in 
which the Dunlap bill can be defeated.

The Latest Issue 
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Back to the Versailles Treaty 


In his speech at Bar-le-Duc, former | Premier 
Poincare informed that part of the world’s popula- 
tion that was listening Sunday that the powerful 
section of French imperialism which he represents 
will tolerate no rearrangement of the German 
frontiers. ! 

The speech was an open declaration of the in- 
tention of the Poincare group to oppose any 
weakening of Poland as an ally against either 
Russia or Germany. It was. undopbtedly intended 
as a notice to Great Britain that France has no 
intention of allowing Germany to enter a security 
agreement that does not recognize the _cotonial 
status of Germany. 

Foreign dispatches state that Premier Herriot’s 
new note to the German government will contain 
an almost verbatim copy of the statements made 
by Poincare Sunday, i. e., that the eastern frontiers 
must be guaranteed in the same way as the Rhine- 
land before any further negotiations with Germany 
can progress. 

Months of diplomatic dickering between France 
and England have brought the two nations no 
nearer agreement. Both countries add to their 
armaments and encourage their allies to do like- 
wise. 

The Versailles treaty is still the basis of the 
frontier arrangements. It strangles the masses and 
keeps the fires of national hatreds ee: It can 
result only in war. 

In the meantime every .ruling clique jails and 
murders Communists who alone expose to the 
masses of Europe the plots and counterplots of 
the rulers.

The Typographical Union is feeling the heavy 
hand of the Coolidge administration. .Members of 
the union employed by the government to the num- 
ber of 167 have been fired outright and it is gen- 
erally believed that the little tyrant Carter in 
charge of the department, is going to try and 
destroy the union. 

Treachery on the part of the officialdom of the 
Pressmen’s and. Bookbinders’ Unions has aided the 
Coolidge-Morgan government while the heads of the 
Typographical Union also show much reluctance 
in aiding the members of their own union. 

“A revolt is. brewing in the government printing 
plant as a result of the inauguration of the spy 
and blacklist system. 

Civil service tules are supposed to protect gov- 
ernment employes, but capitalist government al- 
ways manages to disregard even its own rules 
when war on the workers appears to be advisable. 
The printers are learning that there are no rules 
in the class struggle that capitalism respects ex- 
cept that of power. 

A general strike of all government printers 
would probably result in the “canning” of Carter 
and the abolition of some of the more flagrant 
outrages in that department. The campaign of the 
printers against the government should have a 
general strike as its objective. 


“Will Not Harass Business” 


Referring to Attorney General Sargent, a Wash- 
‘ington correspondent of the capitalist press says: 
_ “Attorney General Sargent has exhibited a per-

It is not the function of an attorney-general to 
harass anyone but workers.

CZARISTS’ ATTEMPT 10 
OUST RED FROM THE

A drive of counter-revolutionaries 
within the dederetion of Russian 
Children’s schools of Chicago and 
vicinity, to displace the superintend- 
ent of the schools, Comrade J. Eber- 
gard, who is a Communist, ended 
in defeat when the executive com- 
mittee voted to sustain Comrade 
Ebergard by a vote of 13 to 9. 

The czarist Russians have been 
attacking the superintendent and 
the Communist members of the 
schools for the past year; since 
they have been badly defeated at 
the convention of the schools. They 
made many attempts to get control 
over the schools but failed. In one 
instance they attempted to appoint 
a czarist general as instructor of 
Russian history. The superintend.- 
ent blocked this scheme and his 
action was sustained by the execu- 
tive committee. This was too much 
} for the counter revolutionists and 
they prefered charges against the 
superintendent.

The day will come when they will put 
them to work to try to save the day 
for capitalism, much the same as was 
done in Germany, and same as those 
of redder hue in the Ohio universities.
